HERE IN TH E parliament, holden at wetminſter, the 
vrt, dap of June, in the. X xvIII. pere ofthe reigne of our 

ö moſt dꝛad ſoueraigne loꝛd king HENRY the. V III. an ac 
was had and made foꝛ the eſtablyſchment of the ſucceſſoon of 
the imperiail crowne of this realme ok England, by whych 
[2a acte emonges diuers other thinges, it was enacted, that the 
imperial crowne of this realme, with al digmities,hondurs, pꝛtemmences, 
pꝛetogatiues, auctoꝛityes, and iuris dictions to the ſame annexed, oꝛ belon⸗ 
ging, Wyld be to the ktnges maieſtie # his heires of his body lawfully be⸗ 
gotten:that is to ſape, to the firſt ſonne of his body betwene his highnes # 
his then lawrali wife quene 1A N E now deceaſſed begotten,+ to the heires 
of the bodye of the ſame firſte lonne lawfully begotten. And foz delaulte of 
ſuch heires, then to the ſccond ſonne of his highnes bodye, and of the bodye 
of the ſapde quene Jane begotten , and to the heires of the body of the ſame 
ſecond ſonne begotten, with diners other limitacions of the eſtates, conuep⸗ 
ance,anvremainders ofthe ſapde imperial crowne,and other the pꝛemiſes. 
And it was aiſo enacted further by the laid ſtatute, that koꝛ lacke of iſſue of 
our ſaid ſoueraigne loꝛd the kings body lawtully begotten, That then his 
highnes ſhulde and mighte geue, will, limitte, aſftgne, appoynt, oz diſpoſe 
the ſaid imperial crowne, a other the pꝛemiſſes, to what perſon 02 perſons, 
and geue the ſame perſon oz perſons ſuche eſtate in the ſame, as it Woulde 
pleaſe his maieſtie:by his gractous letters patents vnder the greate ſeale, 
oꝛ dy hys laſt will in wꝛiting, ſigned with hys moſt gracious hande, as by 
the ame act emonges diuers other things therin cõteyned moꝛe at largeit 
doth appere. Sithen the making of which acte, the kinges maieſtie hathe 
onely iſſue of his body lawfuliy begottẽ bet wirt his highnes and his ſad 
late wyſe queene Jane, the noble and excellent pzpnce, pꝛynce Edwarde, 
vohome almightit god long pꝛeſerue. And allo his maieſtie hath now ofiate 
ſythen the deth of the ſaid quene Jane, taken to his wife the moſt vertuouſe 
and gracyouſe ladye Katherpne, nowe quene ok Englande, late wyfe of 
Zohn euill, znight, loꝛd Latimer deceaſſed,by whom as yet his mairfite 
hath none iſſue, but may haue full well, when it (all pleaſe god. And foꝛaſ⸗ 
much as our ſaid moſt dꝛad ſoueraigne loꝛd the kinge, vpon good and iuſte 
groundes and cauſes, entendeth by gods grace, to make a voyage ropalt in 
hys mod rotal rerſon, into the reaime of Fraunce againſt hys auncient ene⸗ 
mie the frenche king: his highnes moſt pꝛudentlye and wyſely confidering 
and caling to hys remembꝛaunce, how thts realme ſtandeth at this pꝛeſent 
tyme in the caſe of lucceſſion, and paiſing and waieng further with him fcif, 
the great trust and confidence that his touing ſubtectes haue had, and haue 
in hem, putting in his handes holly the oꝛdze and declaration of the ſucceſs 
[ton ol this realme: Recogniſing and F alſo that it is in "oy my 
lt, pleäatnte 
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pleaſure and will ok almighty god, how longe his highnes oz his ſayd en- 
tierly beloued ſonne pꝛince EDVVARDE (hall lyue, and whether the ſayde 
pꝛince Gall haue heires of his body lawfully begotten oz not, oꝛ whether 
his highnes ſhall haue heires begotten and pꝛocreated betwene his maie⸗ 
ſtie and his ſayd moſt dere and entierly beloued wife quene KATHERINE 
that nowe is, 92 any lawfull heires and iſſues hereafter ot his owne body 
begotten by any other his lawfull wife. Ind albeit that the kinges mooſte 
excellent maieſtie, foꝛ default of ſuch heyzes as be enheritable by the ſayde 
acte, myght by the auctozitte of the ſaid acte geue and diſpoſe the ſaid impe⸗ 
rial crowne,x other the pꝛemiſſes, by his letters patentes vnder his great 
ſeale, oꝛ by his laſt wyll in wzityng ſigned with his mooſt gracious hand, 
to any perſon oz perſons, of ſuche eſtate therin, as ſhoulde pleaſe his high⸗ 
nes to limitte and appoint: pet to the entent that his maieſties diſpoſitton 
and minde therin ould be openly declared and manikeſtly knowen, and no 
tified as well to the loꝛdes ſpirituall and temperall, as to all other his lo⸗ 
uing and obediẽt ſubiectes ofthis his realme, to the intent that their aſſent 
and conſent mighte appere to concurre with thus farre as foloweth of his

therfoze be it enacted by thauctozity afozeſatd,that in caſe it ſhal happẽ the 
kinges maieſtie, and the ſaid excellent pꝛince his yet onely ſonne pzince Eds 
warde and heire aparent, to deceaſſe without heire of eyther of their bodies

CPROVIDED alwaye and be it enacted by auctozitte afozeſayd, that if 
the ſaid lady Mary do not kepe#perfozme ſuch condicions, which the kin.

And though by 
ſufferaunce and abuſions in times paſſed,they afoꝛeſaide haue vſurped, and 
vendicated a fayned and an vnlawfull power and iurildiction within this 
realme, whiche hath ben ſuppozted tyll fewe peres paiſed,therfoze bycauſe 
it mighr be demed and thoughte therby, that J toke oz take it foꝛ iuſte and 
good, J therfoze new do clerely andfrankely renounce, refuſe, relinquiſbe 
and foꝛſake that pꝛetended auctoꝛite, power, and iuriſdiction, both of the ſee 
and bichop ol Nome, and of al other fozarne powers: And that I (al neuer

fame and honour, but alſo to the great quiet commoditie and pꝛofite ofthis 
realme ot Eng lande, in and about the whiche, his maieſtie (as it is not vn- 
knowne) hath taken intollerable paines trauaite itudye and laboure, in his 
owne moſte royall perſone, and expoſed and diſpended muche notable treſure 
and ineſtimable ſubſtaunce, as well riſen and growen by any maner contri⸗ 
button made to his maieſtie by his ſayd louing ſubiectes, as alſo of his own 
perelp rtuenues or his crowne, which els his highnes might haue reſerued 
and kepte to his owne vie and commoditie. Ind not withſtanding that his 
maieſtie, of his ineſtimable goodnes hathe of longe time like a charitable 
louynge and mooſte vertuous pꝛynce, tendered truſted loued and fauoured 
Frantiſce nowe the frenche kyng, and ſhewed vnto him dyuers and ſundꝛye 
ineſtimable gratuities and amities, as wel by redeming him and his chil⸗ 
Dꝛen out of capttuitte and thzaldome, as alſo relieuing hymokhis pouertie 
by diuers and fund2y pꝛeſtes and lones of notable ſummes of money to hym 
made, truſtynge therby to haue pzeſirued and contynued loue amytie peace 
and concoꝛde betwene the regions of Englande and Fraunce : Yet the ſame 
freuche kyng, nothyng regarding his honoure, othe, trouthe, pꝛompſe, and 
fidelitie, made vnto his maieſtie, hath not only moſt ingratefully c wꝛong⸗ 
fully withdꝛawen from his ſaid maieſtie, the due rightfull and accuſtomed 
pencion, always heretofoze vſed (as ot ryghte) to be payde to his maieſtye, 
and this his reaime, out of the realme of Fraunce : but alſo hathe inferred 
and done bnto his maieſtie, and his louinge ſubiectes, manpe other ryghte 
great and intollcrable diſpleaſures, wzonges, iniuries, and damages: And 
foz the mapntenaunce thereof, hath conkederated hym ſelfe with the greate 
Turke, common ennemy to all chziſtendome, pzetendinge therby to ſatisfp 
his owne ambycious mynde, and entendynge to putte vniuerſall trouble 
and diuiſton in all the monarchie of Chzyſtendome, and ſubdue the realme 
of Englande, to his power and ſubiection. And where alſo his mateſtie is 
iuſtelo and lawfully intitled vnto the crowne and realme of Scotland, and 
to whoſe highnes as to theyʒ naturall and ſoueraygne liege loꝛde, all the 
inhabitauntes of the ſame, oughte to beare due obedience and be ſubiectes: 
vet neuertheles the ſame frenche king ceſſeth not daily to pꝛocure moue and 
ſtere the ſame Scotteg, contrary to the dutic ot theyʒ allegiance, faith, and

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pꝛomiſe, confirmed with great othes, not only to rebel again his maieſtp, 
but alſo to make diuers and lundꝛy incurſes inuaſtons ſpoyles burnynges 
murders waſtinges and depopulations in this his realme of England, and 
to make open warre ayenſt the kings maieſty, this his relame of England, 
and other his graces domintons . Wherkoꝛe the kynges moſt excellent ma⸗ 
ieſtie, lyke a moſt godly vertuous and pꝛudent pꝛynce, intendyng as well to 
mete with their ſayd malicious pꝛetenſed purpoſes and enterpꝛiſes, as allo 
to recouer his rightes of his auncient inheritances, is foꝛced and can ot his 
honour no leſſe do, but determyne hym ſelfe, by the helpe of almightye god, 
to put his owne royall perſone, with the power of his realme and ſubiecteg 
in armure, to the intent to leuy warre, and to pꝛoſecute his ſarde ennemies,
